Residents ask town to flush

Angry Didsbury residents are up in anus against a new 
policy that will give responsibility for residential sewer 
pipes over entirely to landowners. 

The Residential Sanitary Sewer Service policy proposed 
last Tuesday puts the onus on homeowners to investigate 
and repair pipeline leading from the house to the main, 
which is usually at the centre of the road. 

Under the new rules, homeowners would also have to 
hire a plumbing contractor, acquire permits and place 
temporary street pavement patches on roadways. 

It makes sense to councillor Bob Davidson. 

“The town never really defined responsibility and ownership 
of the residential line ... and it desperately netted to,” he said. 

“Tlu* responsibility shouldn’t stop at the property line 
because the pipe goes farther than that." 

He said the policy would cut down on costs for the town 


and help avoid problems of access. Employees had to pre¬ 
viously gain entry to the line through private homes. 

The policy was expected to pass last Tuesday, but four 
residents, demanding public input, stalled a decision until 
June 8. The town will be sending out notices in utility bills 
and posting bulletins in the newspaper to explain the pol¬ 
icy and encourage feedback. 

“This is exactly what we were hoping for... our feeling 
(before) was that the town was pulling a fast one on us. 
They hadn’t said anything about this policy until now," 
said Donnally McNeil, resident. 

McNeil heard about the policy a week before council 
met, when her sewer backed up and she went to public 
works for help. 

“(The manager of public works) told me it was a good 
thing this happened now instead of next week because 
next week I’d be responsible for the total cost,” she said. 

He gave her a copy of the proposed policy and McNeil 
was appalled. Her residential pipeline caved in just off the

curb and under the policy she’d be required to foot the bill 
- about $7,000. 

“If there is a big rubber ball and a broken toothbrush 
plugging up my line, yeah, it makes sense for me to take 
responsibility for that and fix it,” she said. 

“But I shouldn’t have to pay if my line caved in 
because of poor infrastructure and neither should any¬ 
one else. I feel like the town is trying to pass the buck 
on this one."

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Smith woos disgruntled voters

It was a chance to finally be heard for residents 
concerned with this province’s state of affairs and 
Wildrose Alliance Party leader, Danielle Smith was only 
too pleased to listen. 

“This is the way our party operates ... we believe we 
need to go out and talk to people and hear what issues 
are of concern to them," she said, during her stop in 
Didsbury. 

Smith has spent the last six months travelling across 
Alberta, bringing her party’s message to communities and 
listening to potential voters. This past week, she made 
her rounds through Central Alberta, including Didsbury 
during the Trade Expo, last weekend. 

David and Ann Smith went to the expo to meet the 
leader, who has been providing the Tories with tough 
competition in public opinion polls. 

In a poll conducted March 1 - 9, the Tories remained 
exactly where they were last October at .'54 percent sup¬ 
port among decided voters. The party dropped 21 per 
cent between October 2008 and October 2009. The 
Wildrose Alliance sat at 30 per cent, up two percentage 
points from last October. The new party, which started 
two years ago, sat at just four per cent support in 
October 2008. 

“It sometimes feels like politicians are only interested in 
urban populations, not rural, so we thought it'd be a good 
idea to meet her and see what she offers,” Ann Smith said. 

“And we are really concerned about a few of the bills, 
like the land use framework, that could be taking away 
our property rights and we wanted to let her know. These 
bills an* really scary," added her husband. 

Judy Chutskoff of Didsbury also turned out to meet 
Smith. She is a staunch Conservative but hasn’t been 
impressed lately with government decisions and could 
switch parties. 

“I’m concerned about health care, wait lists and cuts 
and feel very strongly about the need for change," she 
said. 

Danielle Smith said the concerns of people in this 
region seem to be similar. There’s apprehension about 
bills aimed at rural Alberta, including the Electric 
Statutes Act, the Land Assemblies Act and the Land 
Stewardship Act. “It’s the biggest land grab in the history 
of the province” and a central planner’s dream, she said. 

Voters also have a lot to say about health care. There 


has been a lot happening with health care in the last two 
years, including the formation of a health super board, 
service cuts and helipad closures. 

Smith suggests dismantling Alberta Health Service’s 
superboard which doesn’t seem to have interest in small 
communities. 

“When you hire a central power and surround it with 
smart guys in Edmonton, they come up with solutions 
that can involve hours and hours of travel to a larger city 
for care,” she said. 

“We believe health care should be delivered in 
communities ... and run by people who live and work in 
those communities because if services leave, those 


places become less attractive for people to move to and 
raise their families.” 

The Wildrose Alliance is also a big supporter of 
activity-based funding, which is being piloted by the 
Conservatives this year. It could be a solution for keeping 
services local and reducing wait lists in the province, if 
it’s done right, they say. 

Dollars would follow the patients, so hospital 
administrators are encouraged to maintain services that 
would attract more customers. 

“Overall I think people are ready for change. We have a 
tired, exhausted Tory dynasty and they are looking for a 
new and better alternative.” 


College tuition adjustment rejected 


While six programs at Alberta’s two largest post-sec¬ 
ondary institutions were granted tuition fee adjustments, 
an adjustment proposal by Olds College was rejected by 
the provincial government’s Advanced Education and 
Technology ministry. 

The college sought to have the tuition fees for the heavy 
equipment operator course they offer on campus raised 
from its current $4,500 to a level where they could recoup 
more of the program’s actual $9,500 cost. 

According to Robert Wilson, OC vice president, aca¬ 
demic and research, the college had to seek the tuition fee 
adjustment for the program if they wanted to offer it as a 


credit course on campus. 

Now the program will most likely be offered as a non¬ 
credit program on campus allowing the college to set 
whatever fee they deem appropriate. The program is also 
offered off campus in various locations across Alberta in 
consort with the heavy equipment industry, which allows 
the college the opportunity to provide the program at a 
lower cost. 

Since tuition fees were capped by the prov ince in 2004, 
colleges and universities in Alberta haven’t been able to 
acjjust what they charge for programs. The provincial min¬ 
istry granted a one-time opportunity to institutions to sub¬ 


mit proposals to deal with market anomalies. 

Tuition fee adjustments will come into effect in fall 
2011. A total of 24 proposals from five post-secondary 
institutions were received and evaluated y the province. 

The province’s tuition fee policy will limit future 
increases to the consumer price index, meaning this 
year’s maximum average tuition increase is 1.5 per cent. 

Olds College administration has long lauded the reason¬ 
able tuition fees they charge for programs thanks to a 
strong scholarships and bursaries program through 
endowments.

Alberta is well into its usual flu sea¬ 
son and while H1N1 seems to be kept 
at bay this year, health officials are 
still bracing for a possible third 
wave. 

"It hasn't happened yet hut I don’t 
know anyone who will say it won’t," 
said Dr. Judy MacDonald, deputy 
medical officer of health for the 
Calgary region. 

The pandemic flu virus, which 
started in April 2009 and swept 
across the globe in a matter of 
weeks, peaked last November but 
tapered off before the new year. 


As the province wrapped up its 
immunization program in March, 
numbers also showed a lower pro¬ 
portion of Albertans were vaccinated 
compared lo Canada as a whole. 
Alberta Health Services has said 40 
per cent of Albertans have been vac¬ 
cinated, while the Public Health 
Agency of Canada announces num¬ 
bers in other provinces as high as 50 
and 70 per cent.

Pardon 
system must 
be changed

The granting of a pardon to convicted hockey 
coach sex offender Graham James has raised 
the ire of Canadians from coast to coast, includ¬ 
ing right here in West Central Alberta. 

At the same time it has also raised a number of 
troubling questions about exactly how much 
protection Canadian children have when it 
comes to pedophiles released from jail and 
allowed to slink back unseen into the shadows. 

And most troubling of all, perhaps, is the fact 
the James’ case may be sending a very danger¬ 
ous message to victims that coming forward 
with allegations of sexual assaults and other 
offences may not be worth the trouble. 

James was granted the pardon by the National 
Parole Board in 2007, a decade after being con¬ 
victed of sexually molesting some of his teenage 
players. 

Because of the pardon James’ past criminal 
convictions are now hidden away behind a wall 
of government bureaucracy. 

Echoing the thoughts of many Canadians, 
high-profile former Calgary Flame Theoren 
Fleury, w ho says James sexually assaulted him, 
called the pardon an outrage. 

“It took me 25 years to come to grips with what 
happened to me but it's very clear that the system 
is flawed and the system needs to be changed,” 
Fleury reportedly said. “We pride ourselves on 
being one of the safest countries in the world and 
that we do take care of our children. A decision 
like that just kind of throws that all out.” 

Under current laws, almost any criminal can 
apply for a pardon, either three or five years 
after completing his or her sentence, depending 
on the severity of the crime. 

Responding to the James pardon, Federal 
Public Safety Minister Vic Toews said the Harper 
government plans to examine ways to put an end 
to what he calls “rubber stamped” pardons. 

“I think there needs to be a little more direc¬ 
tion given to the (National Parole) Board in 
terms of what they can consider overall, and 
that these things should not just be rubber- 
stamped,” Toews said. 

Instead of “providing a little more direction” to 
anyone, the Harper government should instead 
act immediately to put an end to the grant ing of 
pardons to sex offenders whose victims are chil¬ 
dren. 

The government should also act quickly to 
make public the names of other convicted 
pedophiles who have already been granted par¬ 
dons. 

Until that is done, no community can feel truly 
safe knowing that convicted sex offenders may 
be lurking in minor hockey team dressing rooms 
and other such places. 

And another question comes to mind: Why in 
the world hasn’t the Harper government acted 
on this deplorable situation long, long ago?

Preschools shouldn’t be compared

Preschool sees red overfunding loss” 

It is interesting that FCSS is run¬ 
ning with a higher budget this year 
than last, in upwards of $151,609. If 
you take out the $70,000 that those 
10 non-profit groups have applied 
for and subtract the funding that 
was denied ( $1:5,000 for Inspiring 
Women and $4,000 Didsbury 
Preschool society ), then is FCSS 
saying they require $64,609 to main¬ 
tain its own operational require¬ 
ments? 

I am also wondering which town 
Brian Wittal is the mayor for? It 
surely cannot be Didsbury or he 
would know that you can’t compare 


the two local preschools. While 
both schools provide wonderful 
caring teachers in positive learning 
environments, they operate under 
completely different protocols, that 
being profit and non-profit. The 
non-profit Didsbury Preschool does 
not run out of a home, does not 
have the ability to partially write off 
utilities, telephone and such, nor 
can it totally write off toys, learning 
materials and supplies like markers, 
crayons, paint and anything else to 
do with programming. The 
Didsbury Preschool would there¬ 
fore require some funding in order 
to remain competitive, in cost and 
programming ability, with the other 
school. While senior park equip¬ 


ment, swimming pools, before and 
after school care and other local 
programs are a draw to our town so 
is the fact that we have two great 
preschools. Perhaps instead of 
some of the FCSS funding appli¬ 
cants receiving everything they 
asked for, all of them could get 
some funding (share the wealth?). 

The FCSS page on the Didsbury 
website was updated a month after 
funding cuts were announced and yet 
they continue to promote themselves 
as helping the Didsbury Preschool 
Society. For a small $4,000 donation I 
bet the Didsbury Preschool would let 
FCSS keep that on their website.

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A single DNA test could tell Kim 
Rauhala her genetic destiny, but like 
most young adults who know 
Huntington’s disease runs in their family 
she prefers the torture and hope of not 
knowing. 

It’s bad enough to live with the ques¬ 
tion of whether she carries the lethal 
neurological disease in her genes as her 
aunts and cousins do. She doesn’t want 
to confirm it, she said. 

“I have five children and a mother 
with Huntington's to worry about ... I 
want to focus on giving them 100 per 
cent. If I knew for sure that 1 carry the 
disease I think it would become the cen¬ 
tre of my life," Rauhala said. 

Her mother, Susan Cameron, was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease 14 years ago at 
40 years old when she worked as a wait¬ 
ress in Red Deer. Rauhala watched as 
her mother slowly lost her dexterity, 
dropping trays and walking clumsily. 
Eventually her speech became so 
slurred people began to think her drunk. 

Rauhala brought her mother to 
Didsbury, hoping life would be better 
close to family as Cameron dealt with 
losing pieces of herself little by little. 
But here too, her mother has a hard time 
fitting in. 

“When she walks down the street she 


three times that number are at risk to 
develop it. Every child of a person with 
Huntington's also has a 50 per 
chance of inheriting the disease. 

“This is something passed down 
from generation to generation and usu¬ 
ally strikes when the person is in the 
prime of their life. People lose brain 
cells, become depressed, lose the abil¬ 
ity to talk and at the end of the day 
waste away to an early death," 
said. 

“The hardest part is watching this hap¬ 
pen to someone you love and wondering 
if that’s about to happen to you too.” 

Cameron watched her sister live with 
the disease as well as her brothers, 
nieces and nephews, who also tested 
positive. She was always a little sickly 
and knew on some level that she too car¬ 
ried the lethal gene, she said. 

Of the 10 relatives who have tested for 
the gene, her son was the only one 
whose results were negative. It’s given 
Cameron hope the illness will stop its 
spread through the family. 

“This sucks. 1 am sick all the time. My 
organs are shutting down and my brain 
is destroying the muscles in my body; 
the time they are destroying," Cameron 
said. 

“I love my grandchildren and I don 
want them to go through this," she said. 

Rauhala is aiming to help her mother - 
and herself - deal with the disease by

yelled out their window things about her 
being drunk ... it’s embarrassing for 
her," Rauhala said. 

“And who wants to hire someone with 
Huntington’s. She’s really feels lost.” 

Don Lamont, CEO of the Huntington’s 
Society of Canada said people with 
Huntington’s disease are often discrimi¬ 
nated against. They have difficulty get¬ 
ting insurance or becoming employed 
because of their health risks. 

One in 10,000 people experience 
symptoms of the illness, which resem¬ 
bles Parkinson’s and Alzheimer’s, and 


whose loved ones have Huntington’s or 
similar neurological illnesses, like 
Parkinson’s. 

It would allow people to meet for cof¬ 
fee or talk online and share similar 
experiences, provide emotional support 
and practical advice. Most importantly 
the group would take away the sense of 
being alone and possibly generate more 
awareness in the community about the 
disease, Rauhala said.

hike this year on top of a 
10 per cent increase on 
water and wastewater 
bills to repair infrastruc¬ 
ture.

Schools pink up to fight bullying 

Community asked to support a very real issue

The community is being urged to 
beat back bullying with a show of 
pink tomorrow. 

The Vision 4 Non-Violence Project 
Committee in Carstairs and Didsbury 
hits spurred the event locally with 
hopes of showing solidarity against 
the issue. Pink shirts have been 
handed out to over 200 students 
while others are being encouraged to 
don pink from their own wardrobes. 

“The bottom line is bullying still 
happens among children and adults. 
We want to bring forward the mes¬ 
sage that violence of any kind is not 
accepted," said Robbin Bowman, 
director of the Carstairs Community 
Resource Centre and an organizer of 
Pink Day. 

Bullying has been in the headlines 
following the death of 15-year-old 
Phoebe Prince, a Massachusetts teen 
who killed herself, Jan. 14 after being 
tormented ruthlessly by her peers. 

Reuters reports that Prince was 
harassed at school, as well as 
through cellphone texts and 
Facebook messages. 


Closer to home, Nanaimo, B.C. stu¬ 
dent Ashkan Sultani hanged himself 
Jan. 12 after he endured daily harass¬ 
ment at school. 

Trina Lonsberry, who works in 
schools through Inspiring Change: 
Peer Supports for Abused Women, 
says bullying no longer stops at the 
end of a school day. It happens in the 
confines of a bedroom or at the 
kitchen table, she said. 

“It’s technology - sexting, texting 
and social networking sites- that 
allow bullying to follow children 
home,” she said. 

“And this stuff can be worse than 
what they encounter at school ... 
because the cellphones and cyber¬ 
space give kids a sense of being 
anonymous or faceless.” 

Lonsberry teaches high school 
workshops about domestic violence, 
cyber bullying and sexting to youth 
in the region. Recently, students at 
Olds High School told her about the 
honesty box application on 
Facebook - the latest trend in online 
bullying. 

The application allows ‘friends’ to 
write messages to the owner of the 
box anonymously. 


“1 think people added the applica¬ 
tion thinking their friends would say 
neat things about them or a guy 
would write a secret message ... but 
what they actually got were really 
graphic messages like “I hope you 
commit suicide and here’s how you 
do it,” and “1 hope you get raped by 
three people in an alley.” 

“Girls, who I’d say are popular and 
well-adjusted tell me the messages 
really shook them to the core and 
hurt their self-confidence. After all, it 
was one of their .100 or so ‘friends’ on 
Facebook who wrote it and they 
have no idea which one,” Lonsberry 
said. 

The instructor isn’t sure teenagers 
understand the full impact of bully¬ 
ing and that it could push someone 
to commit suicide. That's why aware¬ 
ness brought on by events like Pink 
Shirt Day is important, she said. 

Pink Shirt Day grew out of the 
action of two Nova Scotia high 
school students, David Shepherd and 
Travis Price, and their friends, who 
organized a school protest by wear¬ 
ing pink in sympathy for a Grade 9 
student who was being bullied for 
wearing a pink T-shirt.

Twenty-five organizations spanning 
Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona, 
have been asked to help fight rural 
crime. 

RCMP Sergeant Jeff Jacobson is look¬ 
ing to jumpstart a Didsbury 
Enforcement Advisory Committee next 


month to bring to light crime-related 
issues and ways to address them. 

“We want our community to be as 
safe as possible and I think we can do 
that through information sharing,” he 
said. 

Representatives from high schools, 
towns, youth justice committees, sen¬ 
ior groups and search and rescue oper¬ 
ations were invited last week to attend 


the first advisory meeting May 17. 
Jacobson isn’t sure what the uptake 
will be but hopes a representative from 
each of the 25 groups attend. Town 
employees have already expressed 
interest in the initiative. 

“This first meeting will be to see how 
many people are interested in starting 
something like this up ... we’ll create a 
mission statement atul talk ahoul what 


level of involvement they want to 
have,” Jacobson said. 

Peggy Wigton, a member of Didsbury 
Search and Rescue, hadn’t heard of the 
advisory committee hut said it sounds 
like a great idea. 

“This county is massive and it’s hard 
for paid law enforcement to tackle ...

Saving the Rosebud 

Town researches river preservation

The town hopes to lake on a new role 
this year as protector of the Rosebud 
River. 

Brittany Hutton, manager of infrastruc¬ 
ture and planning said the town has 
acquired 1,015 hectares of annexed land, 
some of which is close to the river, and 
sees a need to protect the waterway from 
development. 

She’s not yet sure what that will mean - 
whether it’s to make rules for how neigh¬ 
bourhoods are developed or create path¬ 
ways to separate the natural from man¬ 
made. 

“Planning is at its infancy. We are just 
reviewing the Municipal Development 
Plan now to identify some opportunities 
but there's no budget or any kind of time¬ 
line,’’ Hutton said. 

Already she sees some potential chal¬ 
lenges in protecting the valley, including 
getting homeowners and developers on 
board. 

“This needs to be a joint effort for sure 
... we need to maintain the integrity of 
this land. It’s not only an important 
ecosystem but it’s part of our community,” 
she said. 

“But protecting it means the cooperation 
of landowners along the river and develop¬ 
ers, who may lose profit with the new stip¬ 
ulations." 

Bill Windsor, who owns a portion of

land bordering the Rosebud, is a little 
skeptical about supporting the project, 
as of yet. He understands the importance 
of protecting the environment but said 
none of it makes sense if runoff contin¬ 
ues to trickle into the water from 
Valarosa or if grey water flushes into the 
river from the town lagoons. He’d like to 
see those issues resolved. 

“Sure, it’s fashionable to say you’re 
going to preserve the environment, but 
maybe clean up your own act first,” he 
said. 

James Edwards, a member of the 
Rosebud River Watershed Partners and 
advocate for the valley, said this is the first 
time he’s heard about the Town of 
Didsbury’s plan to do something about the 
Rosebud. He’s been asking for municipal 
support in conserving the valley for 
awhile, he said. 

“A lot needs to be done. I cleaned up 
garbage along the river and took out three 
or four dumpsters of stuff. The Rosebud 
doesn’t just need to be preserved but con¬ 
served,” Edwards said. 

And conserving means cleaning up the 
river system, planting shrubs along the 
banks for stabilization and preventing too 
much ground in the valley from being dis¬ 
turbed during development. The valley 
shouldn’t be left as it stands now, he 
added. 

“I think that they are looking at doing 
something for the valley is a good first step 
but there is still a long way to go on this.”

April squall blows 
through Central Alberta

A late afternoon squall that 
whipped through Alberta last 
Thursday caused little damage in 
Didsbury. 

The blistering winds knocked 
out power to about 51,000 homes 
in Calgary and snow reduced visi¬ 
bility to zero, causing pileups 
along the QEI1 near Airdrie and 
Olds. 

But in Didsbury it was a different 
story with no multi-vehicle crashes 
and lights that barely flickered. 

“We didn’t see a lot of crashes on 
our section of the highway ... there 
were some collisions and a few 
cars in the ditch. 1 think the prob¬ 
lem comes when it gets to be a 
skating rink out there and people 
don’t slow down." 

“But we are seeing line ups of 
people coming in today to report 
fender benders," Jacobson said 
Friday. 

The storm, which hit late after¬ 
noon on Thursday, deepened in 
Central Alberta before moving 
swiftly towards the Saskatchewan 
border, said Bill McMurtry, an 
Environment Canada meteorolo¬ 
gist. 

It carried everything from rain 
showers and gusty winds to snow 
and thunder flurries - a mix of 
thunder and lightning in clouds 
where snow is falling. 

“Central Alberta got quite a bit of 


weather in a short period of time 
... but not great precipitation. The 
snow was just enough to cover the 
ground and was not nearly as 
much as the northeast got," 
McMurtry said. 

Wind gusts were reported at 74 
kilometres an hour in Red Deer in 
the early evening and as strong as 
95 kilometres an hour in Calgary - 
and with snow added to the mix, it 
made for poor visibility. There 
was a 20-car pileup on the QEII 
highway just south of Airdrie and 
a 60-car pileup near the Olds over¬ 
pass. 

Seventy people involved in the 
Olds crash were taken to the 
town’s Emergency Operations 
Centre, which opened up at the 
Olds College, said Olds RC’MP 
Corp. Troy Byrt. 

There were no serious injuries. 

“It was a busy night with 
treacherous roads ... actually 
when the crash happened we 
were having a shift change so we 
had limited resources working," 
he said. 

“We had to recall people for duty, 
as some doing day shift stayed 
longer and others working earlier 
came back." 

Meteorologist Bill McMurtry, said 
it was typical spring weather for the 
foothills and more of it is likely on 
the way. Utst week’s weather mod¬ 
els showed moisture could be arriv¬ 
ing in Central Alberta as early as 
today.
